urdiiy night while trying to carry sev- 
•ral pieces of atove pipe and 
a light-

down 
a flight of stairs 


While descending the stairs he tripped 
aand fell to the bottom of the flight 
the lamp upsetting and causing- :t live- 
ly blaze. 


Several minutes before the accident 


happened Mr. Quinn had occasion to 
go to the attic, for the pieces of stove 
pipe, 
and after 
picking 
up auver.il 


pieces 
lie look 
the kerosene 
lamp 


which he hud and started to descend 
the stairs to second floor. Now on 
this Fecond 
floor the furniture 
and 


other goods received are unpacked and 
accordingly 
there 
was 
considerable 


excelsior and 
other combustible ma* 


ferial on tho floor/ so that when Quinn 
with his load of stove pipes fell, 
the 


lamp fell into a pile of excelsior and 
Immediately Ignited the pile. 


Ho quickly did the flames spread that 


before Mr. Quinn realized hla danger 
tlifi fire cut off his escape to the stairs 
leading to the ground floor. He wan 
compelled to go up to the attic and

From the attic window to the roof

CELTIC REVIVAL. 


It was expected thnt n member of 


tho Gaelic League of Lawrence would 
bave been present but on the general 
subject Mr. Sullivan said: 


For more than a half century, schol- 


ars in the British Islands and France, 
Onnnnny nnd Norway have been de- 
ciphering the traces of an ancient c!v'- 
llzatlon to which Europe owed much 
of its emergence from the Dark Ages. 
On the margins of old manuscripts in 
f!ermrtn, Danish and French libraries 
were observed notes or "glosses" in a 
language even 
unknown 
to 
rjernifin 


scholarship. By German labors main- 
ly that language has been discovered 


to be the oldeaf existing- form of Celtic 
speech, the Irish spoken by the great 
miSHlonarles 
who 
founded 
Luxeull, 


Bobblo, and St. Gaul. Naturally 
this 


has re-acted on the national spirit of 
the Irish people, awakeninK a purpose 
to prevent the extinction of 
the 
old 


Gaelic speech of Ireland and the Scot- 
tish Highlands. The educational pol- 
icy of the British Kovernment hat; been 
frankly to seek Us extermination from 
both countries with the result of teach- 
ing the young Gael to forpet his native 
tongue. 
Matthew Arnold says, the 


Celt taught the Saxon what he knows 
of the "grand style" in literature. The 
Celtic revival has many Hides, in the 
labors of the collector of folk lore Jt 
has been rescuing from oblivion many 
of the artfully concealed tales which 
linger among the Highlands and are 
still woven on fancy's web in Western 
Ireland. In the Held of philology and 
history it is investigating the struc- 
ture of Celtic speech and showing the 
Influence exerted by Celtic ideas and 
poetical forms on the Intellectual de- 
velopment of Germans and Norsemen. 
In purn literature it Is creating a na- 
tional Irish thc-atre nnd Is fostering the 
imntfination of a whole school of young 
poets and talc-writers of whom Fiona 
McLeod and William B. Teats are the 
best known. In education U is estab- 
lishing schools for the study of 
the 


Gaelic throughout Ireland and America 
so that this ancient tongue 
Is now 


taught In schools In every Important 
city of our northern states. 
Professor 


Robinson of Lawrence is now a teach- 
er of Gaelic at Harvard College. 


No language has been treated -with 


such cruelty and Insult by its enemies 
nnd with such treasonable Indifference 
by the majority of the people to whom 
It belongs as the Gaelic. In 
modern 


times no language of Ayrian stock has 
been driven first from public use and 
then dropped from the worship of God 
and life of the fireside but the Gaelic 
alone. 
On the European 
mainland 


myth tales continue to be told in the 
language of the country to which they 
belong. 
The language In which 
they 
have been told for centuries and 
IT 


these talcs become blurred 
and less 


distinct, they become so In proportion 
as the conditions for their existence 
disappear, but they are not cut down 
as a forest is felled by an axe. 
It Is 


nften asked should the Irish language 
be preserved. 
It is necessary thnt the 


objection that we hear to the study of 
Gaelic should 
be 
answered. Unfor- 


tunately the objection 
la 
frequently 
heard from Irishmen and 
their 
de- 


scendants who should be 
better 
In- 


formed regarding their mother tongue. 
When asked to study the Gaelic lan- 
guage they say, what is the good; it 
has no literature, it is not a cultivated, 
tongue, etc. 
"We often hear this objec- 


tion even from those who from their 
position in society and 
learning 
we 


have a right to expect were not In such 
dense ignorance, on a question of such 
importance. 
No more apt reply could 


be made to such objections 
than 
a. 


Professor of 
Cornell University 
and 


perhaps one of 
the ablest 
linguists, 


who paid before a Gaelic society some 
few years ago: "The Gaelic is extreme- 
ly rich in words which have come down 
to us with all their primitive fresh- 
ness, in their 
unadulterated 
original 


form and that from the remote ages 
of 
dim prphistorie, 11 mcs. Moreover 


the luxuriant lexical growth and rich- 
ness of the Gaelic language has its 
brlKhk'st flower in the 
Irish branch. 


None of the other Celtic tribee or na- 
tions has given us so important and 
ancient a literature as the Irish and 
the Celtic antiquities and the old writ- 
Ings nre to all appearances, much more 
abundant in Ireland than elsewhere." 
The establishing of Celtic chairs in all 
the principal seats of learning in Eu- 
rope is also an answer to this question. 
In tho United States there hnve been 
established chairs In all the prominent 
schools of learning for the 
study of 


Gaelic. In many of 
the 
cities 
and 


towns of this country there are now 
many private schools for -the study of 
Gaelic. We hnve one 
in 
T.,nwrenre. 


there is one in Boston, and all are do- 
ing good 
work in the revival of Ire- 


land's ancient tongue.

and disseminating the opinions of the 
church on such questions as divorce 
and education. 


"Retain 
the present 
public school 


system," said Bishop McFaul, "but do 
not bar Catholics out of their rights aa 
citizens. The federation has taken an 
admirable .stand on tins question. Its 
platform- is: Thnt there shall be no 
public moneys paid 
out for religious 


instruction 
in any school. 
Let the 


stute examine our schools, and if on 
examination it is found that 
we are 


giving the children nn education which 
comes up to 
the requirements of the 


state, then let the state pay for it."

convention 
at Detroit 
from 
July 19 to Aug. 2. 


The board decided that a special or- 


ganization fund of $3000 should bfi rais- 
ed 
and also called upon members to

The month of January which came 


to an cud at midnight last night will 
go down In the flrc history of this city 
as the month during which the firemen 
responded to mure alarms for fire than 
any previous month wince the organlx- 
alfon of the department. Coupled with 
tho fact that it way a record breaker 
for the greatest number of fires, it' 
was also a. record breaker for the big- 
gest losses, for during the month just 
ended there were three disastrous fires, 
the louses of which netted nearly half 
a million dollars. 


During January the department re- 


sponded to G4 alarms of lire, which la 
better 
by two than 
the 
previous 


monthly record which was established 
lust May. 
During January there were 


33 bell nlnrrns. while in Way there were 
but 15, and January hud 20 still alarms 
to 23 In May and the month Just end- 
ed had 11 telephone alarms, while last 
May there were 24. During the month 
of January of last year theru were but 
42 alarms for fire. 
Last month three disastrous fires oc- 
curred hi this city nnd all three oc- 
curred within several days 
of 
each 


other. 
On thn morning of the 9th the 
firemen were summoned lo a bad fire 
in Old Odd Fellows building In Merrl- 
mack street, nnd It was found neces- 
sary to ring in a second alarm In order 
to compote with the names. On the 
morning of the IHh bell alarms from 
boxes 12f> nnd 130, a telephone alarm 
and a general alarm In rapid succes- 
sion brought every piece of fire ap- 
pnrntus in the city to 
St. Patrick's 


church, which was destroyed by tire. 
The hist of the throe big conflagrations 
occurred on the night of tho 12th when 
a genr>nil alarm was sounded for fire In 
the l-'ellowB1 building in Middle street, 
which before extinguished succeeded in 
destroying the Fellows' building. Bas- 
com building nnd Albion block nnd 
damaging thn central fire station, Ur- 
bnn hall and the O'Donnoll & Gilbride 
building.

Mine Fatalities During 


the Year 1902 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 1.—Two facts 
concerning the production ot coal that 
a.-s oj melancholy Interest to the gen- 
eral public are brought out 
In 
Mr. 


Edward w. Parker's annual report In 
tne volume of Mineral Resources for 
1902, 
noon to be Issued by the United 
States Geological Survey. The first Is 
the loss or life incident to the indus- 
try of coal mining; the second is the 
steady and considerable increase in the 
price of both anthracite and bitumin- 
ous coal in the last five years. 


The total number of lives lost In the 


eoiu mines of the United States In 1802 
was 1961, as compared with 1467 In 
1801. 
The total number of men 
In- 


jured ivas 3043 in 1001, and 
3438 
In 


1902. The largest number of lives lost 
per 1000 employes in 1902 was in Ten- 
nessee, where 200 men were killed by 
the explosions in the Nelson and Fra- 
tervllle mines. The smallest produc- 
tion for each life lost In 1901 was In 
the Indian territory, where it amounted 
to only 49,424 tons. The largest pr»- 
(luctlon for each life lost the same year 
was In Mnryhmd, where it 
came 
to 


426.094 tons. In 1902 the smallest pro- 
duction for each life lost was 19.446 
tons, in Tennessee; and the largest was 
393,r,93 tons, In Indiana. 


The average price ut the mine for n 


ton of 
anthracite 
of 
2000 pounds 
throughout the United States was $1.41 
In 1898, 51.40 in 1899, J1.49 in 1900, J1.07 
in 3901 and J1.96 In 1902. This showa 
an increase of over 39 per cent, in the 
price of anthracite within the last flve 
years.' 


A short ton 
of 
bituminous 
coal 
brought an average price at the mine 
of SO cents in 1898. 
87 cents In 1899, 


$1.04 
in 1900, $1.05 In 1901. and $1.12 in 


1902. 
This represents mi Increase of 


exactly 40 per cent, in flve years. 
In some of the states It Is true that 


the price of coal was less In 3902 than 
at some other times during the period 
of five years. In the Indian territory, 
for instance, the average price is giv- 
en as J1.C2 In 1901 and $1.61 in 1902; 
In Oregon It also shows a decline from 
$3.74 in 1900 to $2.52 in 1901 and $2.44 
in 1902; In Texas, Utah. 
Washington 


and Wyoming It was lower 
In 1902 


than during some other -years within 
the five. 


These exceptions can be explained, 
however, by local conditions In 
the 


several states, where newly developed 
coal beds or the use of oil us a com- 
peting fuel may have lowered the av- 
erage price of the coal.

proposition holds good, that the past 
five years have witnessed 
a general 


increase, 
amounting to 39 or 40 per 
cent, hi the average price of both an- 
thracite and bituminous coal.

PRINTERS; STRIKE 


May be Called in Boston 


Today 


BOSTON, Feb. 1.—A strike of 900 


book and Job printers In tills city de- 
pended on the renu.lt of a visit of a 
committee 
of 
Boston 
typographical 


union No. 13, to the offices of various 
book ana Job printers today. The com- 
mittee delivered an ultimatum to the 
proprietors as to the wage scale which 
the union men would agree to work 
under during the ensuing year. Satur- 
day the owners of the printing plants 
who are bunded together as the Boston 
typothetae, rejected as a body the de- 
irauds of the employes which included 
t:i Increase over the present rate of 
flve cents per thousand ems, one dollar 
a week for hand compositors and three 
dollars a week for machine operators. 
Yesterday at a meeting of the typo- 
graphical union It was voted to give 
the typothetae another chance to avert 
a strike. It was decided that the com- 
positors should report as usual today, 
that a committee of the unionists then 
should call upon the employers as In- 
dividual hirers of labor, offer the new 
wage srale and in the event of the re- 
fusal of an employer to sign the agree- 
ment the printers were to be called out. 
The delegates from the typographical 


union met with refusals at the outset 
of their tour of the printing establish- 
ments. One of the first to decline was 
Samuel Usher, proprietor of the big- 
gest printing establishment 
in 
the 
business district. Mr. Usher employs 
40 compositors and job workers. 
When Mr. Usher's refusal 
became 


known to the compositors. 20 who are 
members of the union walked out In a 
body and Inaugurated the strike. Sim- 
ilar action was taken at the L. Barta 
& Co. plant, where 13 men and women 
went out, and at the establishment of 
A. T. Bliss & Co., where 26 Joined the 
strike movement.

Rlmonds, secretary of the typothetae, 
Rtated that whllo he had not had ad- 
vices from all the affiliated printers, he 
was confident that all would refuse the 
demands of thn committee. lie added

thetae, asking them not to sign

ogreement proposed nnd inviting them 
to attend a special meeting of the mas- 
ter printers, to be held at 2 o'clock this 
afternoon at the headquarters of the 
printers board of trade, this city. These 
circulars were sent to at least 400 Job 
printers, employing approximately 2500 
printers. Fifty-seven of these master 
printers are affiliated with the typo- 
thetnp.
